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-not groundleſs ;.. I cited Secoms's own words, 
where he exprelly tells us, that the Sonl-after-death 
doth nat ſubſiſt 3 nor doth ſo Live as to be then in a\cas 
pacity of bemg Rewarded or Puniſhed,. (that is, in-ef- 
fe; Ir is no more Alive, than is the Dead Body, 
not ſenſible of pain or pleaſure.) Which I think 
is groundenough for ſuch aſuſpicion,: without. be- 
ing'wncharitable. Nor doth this new. Anſwerer 
clear Socinus, or himſelf, from this\uſpicion. One- 
ly cells us (pag.
